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THE REFORM PROCESSION. 
THERE was certainly nothing terrific in the Reform proces- 
sion of last Monday. With misplaced exaggeration some too 
zealous supporters had announced an assemblage which would 
overawe political London. But there was no such assemblage, 
The procession was much smailer than that which had been 
announced, or than that which was expected. There were

r A most amusing delusion was apparent in the iow:

It is 
about as true to say that the public houses rule the working 
classes, as to say that the Clubs now rule England or seriously in- 
fluence on great subjects its preponderating classes.

idlers, who have few connections in the world, who have 
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oratory of the cause. There were in his 
speéch of real meaning and faultless words, and his 
reply to Mr Ayrton was a unique gem; it showed what Mr 
Bright always shows, a real sympathy with that suffering 
human nature which is common to the palace and the cot- 
tage, the outeast and the aristocrat; and very few men could 
have found such nice words on so untoward an accident. But 
if we examine the argument of the speech, its primitive as- 
sumption was extravagant and misleading. It was based on 
the notion that the English Parliament is now a sham Parlia- 
ment, fit to aid tyranny by its seeming, but not fit to help the 
people by its reality. But not ten educated men in the country 
think this; it is contrary to the whole of English opinion, 
and the whole life of English freedom. There are great 
defects in the composition of the House of Commons—defects 
which ought to be mended, but to say that it is the worst 
chosen chamber in Europe or America is to disgust those who 
know, and mislead those who do not. 

The graphic rumours which float round London as 
to the particular dissensions of the members of the Cabi- 
net on the Reform question are, doubtless,only “dra- 
matised. probabilities ;” things which a wise man per- 
ceived to be likely, and which an inventive man 
clothed in anecdote. Still we are bound to suppose that 
the advice of Her Majesty’s servants in the Cabinet will re- 
semble the known policy of the same statesmen out of the 
Cabinet ; and if that be so, there must be two opinions. Mr 
Disraeli must represent the policy of trying to rule by uniting 
the Tories to the Radicals, as he did in 1859. Lord Cran- 
borne, if he is not prepared to contradict innumerable words, 
must oppose that policy; and how so fundamental a dis- 
crepancy can be arranged in the settlement of the reform 
question is more than we can see, and perhaps more than 
any one knows, 


A BANK DIRECTOR ON BANKING AND THE 
CURRENCY. 

Ms Tuomson Hankey, the well-huvwu Dirooter of the Bank 
of England, has very opportunely reprinted, and, we believe, 
for the first time published, a lecture on the Bank of England, 
which he delivered at Peterborough some years ago, and which 
contains the best account we know of the divisions, details, and 
general working of that establishment. Mr Hankey has had 
for years the best means of knowing such matters, has used 
them very carefully, and has described the results in plain 
English. To those who are in search of accurate information 
upon the actual constitution of the Bank, we cannot recom- 
mend a better guide. 


To this lecture Mr Hankey has appended a preface, which 
is, in part, a reply to an article in this paper. We said, on 
the 22nd of September (and we have often laid down the same 
doctrine, be it false or true), that by the present constitution 
of our money market there is but one single banking reserve. 
“Ready money,” as Mr Hankey aptly says, ‘means Bank 
notes,” and we repeat that there is no considerable store—no 
store worth talking of—of unused and unoccupied notes, except 
the store in the Banking Department of the Bank of England. 
Every other sixpence in the country is employed as closely as 
it can be with any approach to safety. The accounts of the 

‘| joint: stock banks prove this as far as respects them, and every 
one knows that the private banks act on the same plan. They 
do not keep a single unused bank note except what they want 
for probable payments and a safe till. They have ample 
“securities,” Consols, bills of exchange, and every other good 
sorb of interest-bearing investment, but actual idle unpro- 
fitable cash they have not. 


We are not saying that this system is the best in theory, or 
that we would wish, if it did not exist, to establish it. On 
the contrary, we have recently explained that we think the 
system* in which each leading bank keeps its own reserve,— 
a system such as prevailed in New York—is safer, better, and 
more scientific. But Mr Hankey well knows how idle it is to 
preach the adoption of such a plan here. Nothing less than 
a banking revolution would make the bankers of this country 
keep a reserve, we do not say equalling, but approximating

ij THE objections to any plan of compulsory military service in 
| this country lie upon the surface of the question, and need 
| only to be stated in order to show how conclusive they are. 
The system of conscription takes two principal forms, one of 
which prevails in France and the other in Prussia. According 
| to the former (we go into no details, we only look at the 
| general features of the scheme), a certain number of recruits, 
varying according to the requirements of the State, are every 
| year selected by ballot out of the young men who in that 
| year arrive at a specified age (say 20), and are bound to serve 
| for a specified number of years,—virtually for the best portion 
| of their lives, especially if war is going on. According to the 


| latter system, the entire population, of whatever class, as soon as 
they arrive at the specified age, are liable or called upon to serve 
| in the ranks indiscriminately for three years, so.as to learn their 
profession, and are then (unless they desire to form part of the 
| regular standing army) dismissed to civil life, and left to 
| follow their respective professions and industries, subject only 


| to such occasional drill as may be deemed necessary, and to a 
summons back to their regiments whenever actual or impend- 
ing war shall need them. 
The objections to the first plan are these :—Taking its men 
| by force and by lot, it exercises no selection ; it often takes 
| the reluctant, and leaves the willing ; it often leaves the fit, 
| and takes the unfit (comparatively); it is, therefore, need- 
|lessly harsh, and needlessly unskilful. How bitter is 
| the suffering, how dreaded the prospect, all who are ac- 
quainted with French peasant life know too well; and 
those who do not know, may learn (among other ways) 
by reading Erckman-Chatrian’s tales. Of course, if the 
| State be in danger and soldiers can be obtained in no other 
| way, the ballot is the fairest means to resort to; otherwise it

The Prussian masses, as 
a whole, are the most educated and about the most proprietary | 
in Europe :—the English are, perhaps, the least instructed, 
and certainly the most pro/etaire. The upper classes with us 
are the most fastidious and refined, and the lower classe 
(with large eaveptivus) wULULL the most rough and brutal in| 
the world. In no country is the sense of social distinctions! 
so strong ;—nowhere is there so much respect for rank among| 
the poor, so much snobbishness among the middle class, or 
so ineradicable a sense of supremacy and apart-ness among 
the upper ten thousand. In few countries could the Prussian 
system be so feasible and undisturbing as in Prussia, In no | 
country could it be so incongruous or unworkable as in England. | 

But this is not all. Great Britain is the most stirring, in- 
dustrial, and enterprising country in Europe. It is that in 
which division of labour and the workmanlike perfection 
that springs from that division are carried much further than 
elsewhere ;—in which nearly every man—-certainly in the mid- | 
dle and lower ranks—enters on his vocation four or five years} 
| before the age (21) at which, according to the Prussian military| 

law, he would be summoned to abandon his calling and be- 

| come a soldier for three years, and a liable militia-~maa for! 
several more. Fancy the confusion that would be introduced 
into every walk of civil and industrial life, were every youth, 
just as he was warming to his work and becoming useful to/ 
his employer and a support to his struggling family, called 
away from the clerk’s ledger, the lawyer's desk, the railway, 
the factory, the mine, the machine shop, the merchant's or 
the engineer's office, to say nothing of the anvil and the 
plough,—and kept away till his right hand had forgotten its 
cunning and his brain its special training. We might 
make a nation of soldiers in this way; but we should pur- 
chase the success by the sacrifice of our eminence in every 
other line. Even in an economical point of view it is easy to 
see that, for a country circumstanced as England is, no army 
would be so costly as one thus obtained. What would be 
the price, the expense, of each recruit under such a system, 
compared with that now incurred? What would be the com- 
parison between a soldier who was taken from a vocation in|, 
which he earns 10s to 20s a week (or more usually where he 
is earning nothing regular at all), and one taken from a line 
of life in which he was making sometimes 20s, and sometimes 
200s a week? And what would be the loss to him, and the 
aggregate cost to the country, of the three weeks each year 
in which he was taken from his calling to be drilled. If in 
those three weeks he forfeited 51 of earnings (by no means aa 
extravagant estimate for troops taken from ail ranks), a re- 
serve army alone of 300,000 men would cost a million and a half 
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per annum. But in plain truth the expense of such a system 
in Bngland would be simply incalculable. 
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In treating the subject in this manner, we have left entirely 
| out of consideration such other differences between England 
land Prussia as make the scheme referred to wholly inappli- 
cable here; but we may advert to one which is decisive. The 
' Prussian soldier has only to serve at home ; the English soldier 
and must pass two-thirds of his time in distant portions 
| of the globe, in India and in the colonies. You may fairly ask 
mentoleavetheirdaily avocationsand disturband mutilate their 
| whole ordinary life, and even to submit to compulsory service 
under the undiscriminating grasp of the ballot, in order to 
defend their country and their homes under the exigency of 
‘actual danger ; but you can scarcely ask such sacrifices—or at 
'\east you can scarcely expect that the call will be responded 
to without recalcitration and resistance—when the object in 
'yiew is the protection of distant dependencies which many 
\ citizens think ought not to be retained, and colonies which ought 
jn most perils to protect themselves, or the support of an ally 
who perhaps ought never to have been guaranteed, or the 
| prosecution of a claim which it was folly to have preferred at 
'all;—still less when the condition of the sacrifice involves 
| service in a tropical climate for a long term of years. 
| Bat passing over this and other considerations which 
| might easily be expanded into long arguments, we wish 
'tosay a word in conclusion as to one plea for the retention 
}of our present system, or rather of a system of selection, 
instead of one of indiscriminate netting, like either the 
Prussian, or any system of conscription without remplacants. 
There exists in most civilised countries, and there exists 
in great numbers in England, a class who are very fit to be 
soldiers and who are fit for nothing else, young men in whom 
| the physical element so predominates over the intellectual and 
moral that only the strongest discipline can keep them in 
check, men of coarse and rough organisation, of brutal habits 
'and propensities, idle, adventurous, brave or at least insensible 
to danger, whom no ordinary schoolmaster can manage and 
whom no sensible employer will engage, who have no decent 
parents orconnectionstoteach or to restrain them, whoare nearly 
certain to be¢ome malefactors or vagrants if they do not be- 
|eome recruits, who will swell the ranks of crime if they are 
| not drafted in the ranks of the army, and who are sure to prey 
|upon the community unless they can be enlisted in its service. 
| One of the strongest arguments for the maintenance of a 
\stending army in a country like ours is that it absorbs and 
| utilises these men, turns them to purpose as no other agency 
| could do, and makes valuable citizens out of embryo or inci- 
| pient ruffians. Any one who has seen the raw materials of 
militia men and regulars as they first appear at the depdt after 
their enlistment, and has then visited the same recruits after six 
|months of service, can scarcely fail to be filled with wonder 
snd admiration at the transformation. Three or six years 
afterwards the transformation is more wonderful still. We 
‘have little doubt that of this sort’ of individuals there are 
sufficient in the three kingdoms to supply all the recruits we 
‘annually need—of the youths, we mean, who, both for their 
‘own sake and that of their country, had better go into the 
‘army than do anything else, who will succeed better there, be 
| happier, more respectable, and incomparably more serviceable 
jthere, than in any other vocation. Now conscription, the 
‘ordinary chances of the ballot, would not give us a tithe of 
| this class; our present system of enlistment gives us perhaps 
one-fifth ;—a more skilfully-contrived system might, we have 
jn doubt, give us nearly half.

THE NEW COMMERCIAL DEPARTMENT OF THE

| Pew readers who care to study. the history of the time will 
have failed to remark the new character which international 
‘Telations have of late years assumed in consequence of a more 
j| Widely spread recognition of the prineiples of Free Trade, 
|) and of the material interests by which nation is bound to 
swe The personal interests of sovereigns and statesmen,

as well as the tendencies of popular opinion as regards 
nationalities and territorial aggrandisement, have indeed 
|brought about very important modifications in the map of 
| Europe, bat steadily and silently other motives have im- 
| Printed a new character on the events of the day. . European 
/Rations have made real progress in learning to appreciate their 
j'Telations of inter-independence ; and the barriers which pre- 
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judice had created, and which restricted a beneficial inter- 
course between them have been in a great measure removed, 
and will, as we confidently hope, shortly disappear altogether. 

Without entering at length on a review of the gradual 
steps which, dating from our commercial treaty with Fvance, 
have led to this useful result, we would recommend to the 
attention of our readers the results of the late war in Germany. 
The sound of the last cannon has searcely died away when 
the diplomatist again appears on the seene, but this time 
it is not for the purpose of establishing arbitrary principles of 
dismemberment or capricious distributions of territory, but 
for the useful purpose of extending the basis of the commer- 
cial relations of the different members of the European family. 
The very treaties which have established the principles of 
accord between the belligerent Powers have comprised amongst 
their articles stipulations which involve an early discussion 
and settlement of their commercial relations, and there is 
every reason to hope that we shall see as the result a large 
development of commercial intercourse between Austria and 
Italy, and important modifications in the same relations be- 
tween Austria and Germany, and between the Zollverein and 
the other German States. 

We trust that the lesson will not be lost upon our own 
rulers. Of late years we have observed with pleasure indica- 
tions that the attention of our diplomatists has been more 
systematically directed to the commercial questions which 
are so intimately connected with the well being of British 
interests. The commercial reports of British diplomatic an: 
Consular agents, to which we have from time to time caled 
the attention of our readers, afford gratifying proof of the 
zeal and ability which have been devoted toa subject of con- 
siderable national importance, and we are glad to learn that 
since the seals of the Foreign Office were entrusted to Lord 
Stanley he has given his attention to the subject with a view 
to place the matter on a footing of permanent efficiency. Within 
the walls of the Foreign Office, a special department has been 
created and placed under the charge of Mr Charles Spring 
Rice, ag Superintendent, which will be charged with the cor- 
respondence relating to commercial matters; and we cannot 
but hope that the interests of the country at large will derive 
benefit from an arrangement which should put an end to that 
uncertain or divided responsibility which has been a source of 
complaint on the part of our commercial bodies, to such an ex- 
tent, indeed, as to have led tothe appointment of a committee 
of the House of Commons to inquire into the subject. 





SECULAR COLLEGES. 
Te Standard of Monday, in commenting on the recent dis- 
pute in University College, London, as to the appointment of 
an eminent Unitarian Minister to the chair of Philosophy of 
the Mind and Logic, deduces the conclusion that ail Secular 
Colleges are mistakes, and that University College, London, is 
now going to pieces under the pressure of a kind of difficulty 
whick is inherent in this sort of institution. Now this is a 
very serious conclusion indeed. For Secular Colleges, as far as 
we can see at present, are likely to be almost the only means 
of diffusing the higher sort of education among both young 
men and young women of the middle class with means not 
sufficient for the expenses of either the old Universities for the 
men or separate instruction for the women. Of course there will 
be a few church colleges like King’s College, London, and the 
Queen’s College in Harley street; but in general it will be 
necessary, to make these colleges answer, to open them to 
persons of all creeds, for it is only in great cities like London 
that. sufficient pupils of one creed can be found to render the 
machinery of a college self-supporting ; and even in London 
there are many neighbourhoods where it would be difficult to 
find enough pupils belonging even to the Established Church 
for a complete success. If, then, the Standard be 1ight, and 
the principle of University College, London, and of the Bed- 
ford College for Ladies, be an utterly unmanageable one, we 
fear the prospect of a thorough education for young men and 
young women of limited means is not very promising. And 
for girls the prospect is even worse than forlads. Boys plunge 
early into practical life, and if they are somewhat unculti- 
vated, find enough to interest them in pushing their way. 
Girls are far more dependent for their happiness on a larger 
stock of refined intellectual interests than they commonly have 
at present at their disposal. But we fear that they will not 
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be likely soon to get it, if no college is sound in principle 
which has not a creed of its own and does not appoint all its 
teachers from amongst persons professing that creed. More- 
over, except in the case of the Ohurch of England, which 
usually has a fair choice of cultivated men and good teachers 
among its adherents, we fear that any colleges which 
chose all their teachers from amongst the adherents 
a particular sect or denomination would be excessively and 
mischievously restricted in their choice. Suppose you made 
it a condition that your professors of Latin, Greek, Mathe- 
matics, Logic, Mental Philosophy, German, French, History, 
should be all Baptist, or all Roman Catholic, or all Irvingite, 
or all Unitarian, what sort of a staff would you usually get ? 
The truth is, that the plainest principles of intellectual eco- 
nomy point out that it is a foolish and absurd proceeding to 
limit your choice of good teachers by so accidental a circum- 
stance as their special religious faith. A good scholar does 
not teach Latin worse to Calvinists, because he is a Roman 
Catholic. Even King’s College, London, which is strictly a 
Church institution, is obliged to remit its rule as regards the 
teachers of modern languages. If it conditioned for an Eng- 
lish Church professor of French, or of German, or of Ita- 
lian, it would not easily get them, or it would get them bad. 
Now, what even Church institutions are obliged to do in 
the case of teachers of modern languages, there is no reason 
at all why other institutions should not do im the case of 
ancient languages and mathematics, and logic, and mental 
philosophy, and almost all other branches of knowledge. 


We do not read the lesson of the recent dispute in Univer- 
sity College at all in the way the Standard seems to read it. 
No doubt there is a certain additional difficulty about the 
teachers of those branches of knowledge which verge upon 
religious ground,—modern history especially, for modern his- 
tory, without the history of the Papacy and the Protestant 
movements, is a poor crippled study, and modern history with 
the history of those movements cannot, even in the most im- 
partial historian’s hands, be the history of facts without an 
indicated comment of some kind likely to be disturbing 
to the nerves of parents who wish their children to be taught 
one faith, and one only. Puseyite mammas are not likely to 
wish their girls to hear a lecturer on Cromwell who holds up 
that great man as the type of a statesman and a patriot. | 
Calvinist mammas are not likely to send their girls to hear a 
lecturer on Hildebrand, who holds up that great priest as the 
type of a true ecclesiastical hero. With respect to history, 
there isa real difficulty. With respect to mental philosophy— 
as yet unfortunately little intreduced into colleges for girls, but 
@ very essential part of the teaching of young men—the dif- 
ficulty is much less ; but still, apparently, if we may judge by 
the recent dispute in University College, not quite absent. 
It is supposed, we believe, not, perhaps, with very great 
truth, .that the special system of philosophy taught may 
be incompatible with the special religion, that ‘“‘sensationalism,’’ 
as it is called, will be hostile to orthodoxy, that “idealism” 
will be hostile to secularistic and negative forms of belief. 
Now, whatever truth there may be in this, and there is some 
truth, it is unquestionable that some of the most vehement 
forms of Calvinist orthodoxy have been combined with an 
ultra-empirical philosophy ; and that idealism is habitually 
and constantly combined with the purest rationalism as well 
as with orthodox forms of faith. The supposed connection of 
a philosophical system with certain forms of religion is cer- 
tainly not strong enough to overrule the force of powerful 
early associations except in very original and thoughtful 
minds, and in them we may be. quite sure that 
personal investigation will always be a very much 
more important element of the case than the 
system of the teacher. Both with regard to history and 
mental philosophy, some sort of special principle must be 
laid down in a purely secular college. We think ourselves 
the most reasonable would be to impose no limitation as 
regards faith—to appoint the teacher solely by evidence of 
attainment and teaching power—to leave him absolutely 
free,—but to warn the papas and mammas plainly to what 
religious school he actually in any particular case belongs. 
Thus, University College (which does not, however, adopt our 
principle, but prefers the plan of mutilating the respective 
chairs so that the lecturer is not allowed to trespass on the 
borderland between his special department and religion) has 
at present, we believe, a distinguished Comtist in the chair of 
history ; but he is not allowed to lecture on ecclesiastical 
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history at all, and is obliged to limit himself to the! 
bare facts of the history of civilisation. We think | 
it would be far better if he were quite free, if his philosophi-| 
cal creed were plainly known, and students, of course, When | 
parents objected to it, were allowed to learn history from 
books or elsewhere. So, with regard to philosophy, the plan 
has been hitherto to exclude ethics altogether from the subjegt 
of the chair, and to take logic in that narrower sense in which | 
it covers only the science of deductive reasoning, and does no} 
raise the greater and semi-religious questions of inductive 
logic and the principle of causation. We believe it woulg 
have been far better to leave the late Professor—an orthodox 
Presbyterian minister—quite free, speaking plainly of the| 
Professor’s religious views, and leaving the parents, if they 
feared the infection for their sons, to keep their sons from hig 
class. This seems to us the truest unsectarianism. It would 
provide a complete course of teaching on both these subjects 
to those who were not afraid of religious or unreligious “jy. 
fections,” and it would fairly warn all who did fear sueh} 
infections to stay away. 

But University College has adopted the other method, 
The rule there was rather to cripple the lecturer, in order 
that he may be innocuous, and then to appoint independently 
of religious opinion. But in the recent case, the Council hayg 
been afraid of their own rule, they united apparently to get 
both an innocuous subject and an innocuous man, and passed 
by the one admitted to be far the ablest and most qualified} 
for his task, on the ground that he was an eminent 
Unitarian preacher, and would overbalance the College 
into a repute and odour of Unitarianism.. The Couneil 
admit, we believe, that in the course, as they have 
clipped it, his religious views could not possibly have 
affected his lectures, but they think, we believe, that 
mammas and papas might be afraid of his theological 
fascinations out of the lecture room. They call out that the 
appointment of the best candidate would in this case seem to 
sectarianise the college, though they admit that it would not 
dy sv in fact, There, are we suppose, ten churchmen or non- 
descripts among the professors to one Unitarian, and there is 
one eminent Jewish Rabbi besides the Comtist professor to 
whom we have alluded. Still the eminent Unitarian would 
overbalance the college towards Unitarians in the fears of 
many of its friends. 

We need not say that this silly deviation from the prin- 
ciple of the college instead of proving the Standard’s 
case, only proves how hard it is to work a secular 
college on non-secular principles. To take into account 
what a man’s religion or religious eminence is at all 
after you have excluded all religious subjects from his lec. 
tures, is am abandonment of the secular principle, not the 
adoption of it. If religious, or semi-religious subjects are 
permitted in the teaching of the Professor of History and the 
Professor of Philosophy, then it would be only fair to adver- 
tise the religion, stating at the same time that the Professor 
was chosen without regard to it for his proficiency and teaching 
power as a historian or philosopher. But as the other line 
has been adopted, the College is simply stultifying itself. With 
regard to the Council, the plea for some equilibrium of sects is 
more reasonable. The Council have to appoint without regard 
to religion, and to prevent any unconscious bias, 
it is fair enough to require that men of  suffi- 
ciently different religions compose it. Besides, it has 
to enforce the rule that religion is not to be introduced into 
the lectures at all. For that purpose also it is desirable to 
secure its religious impartiality. But itis obvious that among 
the Professors, the rule of appointing the best qualified, what- 
ever he be, will in the long run work out an unsectarian re- 
sult. If the Professor of Logic were Unitarian this time, 
why he was an orthodox Dissenter last time, and may pro- 
bably be a Churchman next. The difficulty about mammas 
will settle itself. The sensitive orthodox Dissenters were | 
satisfied with the last teacher. The sensitive Unitarian Dis- | 
senters would have been satisfied in this case. And the sen-| 
sitive Churchman would be satisfied in another. They cannot | 
all be satisfied at once. But, in fact, the mothers of Eng- 
land, at least those likely to send their sons to University 
College, are not quite so fearful as is supposed. They pro- 
bably have some faith in the power of truth and early train- 
ing, and in+he power of their sons’ mind to resist the extra- 
academical fascinations of lecturers, where they think these! 
fascinations likely to lead them into falsehood. 
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THE SEWAGE OF TOWNS OONGRESS. 
urs is certainly the age of congresses, and no subject is con- 
sidered too dry, too abstruse, or too unsavoury for general 
discussion. It is only to be regretted that the discussion is 
often so barren of practical results. The Sewage of Towns 
which has just been held at Leamington, gave civil 
engineers a splendid field for ventilating their theories, but 
eame to no very practical conclusion. As every man pre- 
gent had his nostrum, and no one would allow that his own 
was not the best and the only remedy, there was no attempt 
at balancing the facts which were ascertained, or at harmo- 
nising the theories which were brought in conflict. Various 
were shown to have succeeded, at least to some 
extent, and the only question was whether they could be 
made to work on a larger scale. But instead of entering into 
this question, a rival engineer would calmly declare that they 
must have produced exactly opposite effects, and, therefore, 
they ought to be abandoned. In answer to the experience of 
Croydon with regard to irrigation, that the grass realised 40/ 
per sere, and the cattle fed on it escaped the rinderpest, 
another speaker maintained that irrigation killed all the fine 
produced only worthless flesh and milk, and it was no 
wonder that the cattle fed on it had the rinderpest. In 
answer to the facts cited about the enormous value of human 
exereta, a manufacturer of manure proclaimed that sewage 
was worthless, and that it must cest a good deal to get rid of 
it even when it could be used on the land. It is enough to 
notice the fact of such theories having impeded any settle- 
ment of so important a question. We shall confine ourselves 
to the facts established by the several papers read and experi- 
ments recorded. 
The chief systems advocated were the earth closet system, 
the system of irrigation, and the system of deodorising sewage 
either by acid, sulphate of lime, or other chemical agents. 
Mr Hawkesley read an elaborate paper on adapting the earth 
closets to large towns. He calculated that 6 lbs of earth 
would be enough for each persou daily, and that if London, 
which at a guess contains 500,000 houses, was broken up 
into 500 sections, each section might have the management of 
1,000 houses, and might remove the refuse by the employ- 
ment of ten carts from 6 to9a.m. This was allowing for 
frequent removals. Each cart would take 200 pails in that 
time, and would leave clean pails with the earth for the next 
twenty-four hours while taking away the pails left the day 
|| before. For every 600 persons, two men, two horses, a cart, 
| and 200 pails would be employed. On Baron Rothschild’s 

estate it is found that the refuse of 800 people, scattered over 
eight miles, can be removed by one horse and cart with a 
man and a boy, but then the removals are not so frequent. 
The difficulty of working such a system in a large town is 
very much greater than on a country estate, and the success 
of Halton scarcely helps us with regard to London. At 
Halton there was at first a metal vessel pushed under the seat 
from behind and taken away each morning, but it soon ap- 
peared that this was unnecessary, and brick cesspools were 
substituted. These are now cleared out once in, three 
months, or even at longer intervals, without causing the 
slightest annoyance. But it must be added that a man is 
sent round to inspect the closets and see that they are kept 
in order, which would be impossible in London. The advo- 
cates of earth closets inveigh against the main drainage as 
the cause of all our waste of material, and of much of our 
sickness. But the facts reported from Oroydon do not quite 
bear out this invective. In 1849, says Dr Carpenter, before 
Croydon was sewered, it was extremely unhealthy. The death 
rate was 1 in 36 (27.7 inthe 1,000), while that of thesurrounding 
country was 1 in 58. The population of Croydon was then 
19,000, the number of inhabited houses, 3,060, and the 
tateable value of the parish, 70,0002. The population has 
now increased to 40,000, and the rateable value to almost 
200,0002, while the death rate has sunk to 19.5 in the 1,000. 
All this is owing to the introduction of good water supply 
and thorough drainage, while the irrigation of meadows 
With sewage has raised the value of land and diminished the 
amount of sickness, Mr Latham says that before it is passed 
on the land the sewage is drained of the solid parts, which 
are afterwards used separately. He has found that liquid 
manure has an advantage over solid manure as being food for 
the plants at once, while solid manure needs time and the 
agency of water. The result of irrigating a field of rye grass 
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was that six crops were taken from it in one year, the total 
height of them being 187 inehes. The grass was sown in the 
early part of November, and it was six inches in height by 
Christmas. Before sewage was applied to the clay soil the 
land wasnot worth 1/ per acre; the present tenant is willing 
to give 16/ per acre for land and sewage. The grass of the 
irrigated land is preferred by cattle to any other grass, and 
keeps the cattle in better milk and better condition than other 

After irrigating the land the sewage water goes off 
bright and fresh into the streams, and trout are often seen 
where it runs in. The surgeon of Norwood reports favour- 
ably on the health of the place ; there is a considerable de- 
crease of low fever, and no complaints are made of bad smells. 
But he remarks that any mismanagement of the drainage 
works would be a fruitful source of disease. Dr Carpenter 
says the same. _ If the sewers are not properly ventilated bad 
gases escape into the houses, and if any sinks are left un- 
trapped the consequences may be fatal. Still we cannot doubt 
that the Croydon experiments are of great value to the towns 
which are too large for the earth closets. It is stated, indeed, 
that at Glasgow the whole of the refuse is carried away with- 
out entering the sewers, but no details are given us. In Man- 
chester a similar system is tried, but the removal of refuse 
costs a good deal more than the sale of it produces. It was 
found, too, at Aldershott, that though the surrounding soil 
was about the poorest in the kingdom, no one would take the 
camp refuse even gratuitously, and the removal of it cost the 
War Office 500/ to 600/ a year. Yet Mr Hawkesley tells us 
that the product of the earth closets is really worth 1/ per 
ton, and the results, whenever the refuse has been applied to 
land, have borne out this estimate. We need only refer to 
the facts cited in our last week’s article on Convict Prisons. 
Similar facts, however, were given at the Leamington Con- 
gress, and Lord Leigh, who presided there, said the earth 
closet. system had been tried with much success at the reiorma- 
tory school of which he was chairman. 


While we regret that nothing definite was attained at the 
Congress, we hope the mere fact of the Congress having been 
held, as well as the details communicated, will force upon 
public attention the danger of leaving things alone, and the 
great waste of which we are still guilty. Many suchtowns as 
Leamington are just now in an awkward predicament about, 
their sewage. They have been restrained by law from 
it bodily into the rivers. The new Thames Navigation Act, 
and the local acts to which it is giving rise, are exercising the 
same pressure on the towns above London. Something must 
be done by all these places, and every scheme devised at 
present is open to serious objections. It will be a wanton 
waste of money to construct enormous works on the plan of 
the Metropolitan Main Drainage for the sake of throwing into 
the sea what is proved to be so useful on the land. But how 
is it to be made of use, and how are farmers to be 
persuaded that it can be of more use than guano? [If 
again we adopt the earth closet system for our large 
towns, how are we to ensure that its principles will be 
followed? Servants are notoriously careless and ignorant. 
Dwellers in the small crowded houses of the poorer quarters 
are far worse than servants. Water has been found the easiest 
means of removing what formerly accumulated in cesspools, and 
poisoned the houses near, as well as the pumps and springs 
of the district. The case of the Broad street pump, which is 
told in detail by Mr Hawkesley, is a sufficient warning against 
a recurrence to the old cesspools without very stringent 
measures of precaution. Yet, as we said before, something 
must be done, and it must be done quickly. If it be true 
that refuse can be removed as easily as dust and cinders are 
removed, and if the provisions of the Sanitary Act can be a 
little extended so as to provide for inspection in certain cases 
—say whenever a complaint is made, or whenever the system 
of removal seems to be neglected—we might avail ourselves 
of some of Mr Hawkesley’s suggestions. If the irrigation 
which has succeeded at Croydon can be combined with any of 
the other systems, we might profit by Dr Carpenter's expe- 
rience. It is well to bear in mind that the barrenness and 
miasma of the Roman Campagna are attributed to the vast 
Imperial sewers, and that lands cultivated by some of the 
early American settlers became barren after two generations, 
while the scil of Chima has been umeeasingly fertile for 
upwards of 3,000 years. The waste of the ash constituents 
of bread and meat in London only is said-to amount to 
602,676 tons. With such facts on both sides before us, we 
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ought no longer to be blind to the pressing need of inquiry 
and of a thorough scheme of reform.

pears. The report of the year is waited for with much interest} 
as it will make known the intentions of the Government on 
matters of great importance—the raising of a loan, and what is to| 
be done for the Mexican bondholders, 

The Council-General of the Herault, of which M. Mig 
Chevalier is the president, adopted in its last session a resolution 
against the monopoly of the iesuing of bank notes of the Bank 
France, and in favour of the right of iesue being accorded, subj 
to guarantees, to all free barke. The resolution was based on the 
allegation that the constitution of the bank is not suitable to the 
requirements of the moment; that the bank does not makes 
bonus on deposit of securities, and does not grant credits, in reality, 
as it ought to do; that its power of raising the rate of di 
without limit causes perturbation in business, and transforms 
monetary into commercial crises. 

Efforts are being made by parties interested in railway traffic) 
between France and England to induce the Government to} 
abandon the examinatiun of passengers’ baggage duriog the Ex. | 
hibition, as advised by the Economist. The matter will, itis 
understood, be taken into favourable cousidcration, but two 
objections to the realisation cf it are urged,—the first, that the 
concession could not be decently granted to England without 
being extended to all countzies ; the second, tbat if it were once 
made, it could not well be retracted afterwards, and that thus 
the Customs would be jeopardised. This last objection is, how- 
ever, a recommendation in the eyes of all those persons who think} 
that France would do well to abolish Customs altogether—or, at} 
all events, to remove them from that vast mass of articles which/ 
produce scarcely any revenue. 

Toterest has been excited this week by the trial of Lamirande, | 
cashier of the branch of the Bank of France at Poictiers, on the | 
charge of heving stolen rather more than 700,000f (28,0000), and} 
having, by means of false entries in his books, committed forgery. 
Whenever the public hears of a great robbery on a bank or com-| 
pany, it is much disposed to condemn the thief’s superiors, in- 
asmuch as itis clear that if due vigilance had been exercised the 
the ftwould have been impossible. In this branch of Poictiers 
there was a lack of supervision which was truly scandalous: the 
man took bags of money and piles of notes, week after week and 
month after month, from which it is clear that the stock of coin 
and notes was never examined. He might even, according to all 
appearances, have ccntinued his depredations to this day, if he 
bad not preterred to visit foreign conntries. It was hia departure 
alone which led to the discovery of his guilt. 

The conclusion of the treaty of commerce between France and | 
Austria is daily expected. The French negotiators, M. Herbet, 
director of Commercial Affairs in the Ministry of Foreign Affairs, 
M. Barbier, Director of Customs, and M. Ozanne, Director of 
Foreign Commerce in the Ministry of Commerce, are now im 
Vienna for the purpose of settling sundry matters of detail. 
Nothing else remaios to be done, the essential points of the treaty 
having been previously arranged in Paris, The trade between 
France and Austria must, under an improved customs system im 
the latter country, be capable of great extension. In 1864 the 
imports from Austria were only 23,552,426f in value, and the ex- 
ports from France to her not more than 5,337,073f. In English 
money these two figures make about 1,350,000/—a wretched sum 
for the commerce of two European nations, each with vast resources 
and with a population of 35,000,000 souls ;—united, too, by rail- 
ways, and within a short distance of one another by sea. 

Messrs Rothschild in this city announced on S.turday the issue

NATIONAL DEBT. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ECONOMIST. 


Srz,—Ever since Mr Mill’s remarkable speech in the malt 
tax debate last session, in which he urged upon the House the 
duty of paying off the national debt, I have been from time to 
time tempted to ask-you to give me an opportunity of making a 
few remarks in your columns in very diffident criticism of a 
portion of what he said on that occasion. That I have not done 
so sooner has been because it has taken me until now to summon 
the requisite courage, seeing whose opinion it was I wished to 
controvert ; and besides, I thought that further reflection might 

rhaps enable me to see the matter in question in the same 

ight as the great authority from whom I differed. Reconsidera- 

tion has, however, only confirmed my original impressions, and I 
have therefore to crave your indulgence while | explain as briefly 
as I can my difficulty in agreeing with Mr Mill’s proposition. 


The reason for urging on the present generation the paying off 
the national debt before the evil days come when deficiency of 
coal shall lessen our ability so to do, is the assuming that posterity 
will be injured by our leaving unfilied this supposed duty. I 
cannot, however, bring myself to take this assumption for 
granted ; on the contrary, I believe, that if by a grand effort on 
the oe of those now living, the debt could be paid, posterity 
would not be benefited, but rather injured by their having done 
so; and 1 should say the same even in face of the conviction 
that unless paid by the present generation, it would never be 
paid at all. 


In the first place, the posterity, to whom, I agree with Mr 
Mill, we are bound to do justice, can consist only of the successors 
and heirs of the present creditors and debtors—that is, of the 
holders of Consols on the one hand, and of the British tax-payers 
on the other. Let us examine, then, what would be the eifect 
on each of these interests of carrying out Mr Mill’s proposal. 
I suppose I may assume that the interests of the present genera- 
ration of creditors and debtors, and of their posterity, are iden- 
tical in this matter, the present parties to the national debt 
being the natural guardians of their respective heirs.

In 1856, an attempt on the life of the King of Naples had 
been made. In Sicily an insurrectionary movement had been 
commenced. The bullion in the Bank of France only stood 
at 7,930,000/, notwithstanding an increase of 1,380,000/ in 
the month. The Bank of England rate had been reduced 
from 7 to 64 per cent. M. Thiers had failed in his attempt 
to introduce a Spanish loan of 3,000,000/. 

In 18638, the Austrian and Prussian representatives at the 
Diet had obtained a resolution for Federal execution in Hol- 
stein, and the order for the advanee of troops had been 
despatched. Various replies had been received by the 
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Emperor Napoleon to his proposals of a Congress. The 
Royal patent of the 30th of March had been withdrawn by 
the Danish Government, and the proclamation of King 
Christian IX. published to the Holsteiners. Arrests and 
exile were still made by the Russians in Poland. In Japan, 
further losses to the English had resulted from an attack on 
the forts of Prince Satsuma. The bombardment of Fort 
Sumter was being continued, General Meade had crossed 
the Rapidan, and some successes had attached to the Federal 
forces at Chattanooga. The transportation question was 
causing excitement at Melbourne. The Bank of Holland had 
advanced the discount rate to 5 per cent, The Bank of Turin 
had raised the rate of discount to 9 per cent. 

In 1864, the King of Denmark had been visited in Jutland 
by many Schleswigers, by whom he had been presented with 
an address from the inhabitants of the country. The Italian 
Senate had confirmed the vote of Parliament for the transfer 
of the capital to Florence by 134 against 47 voices. Some 
disturbances had broken out in Albania. The American 
papers had confirmed the intelligence of Sherman’s march in 
two columns upon Augusta and Macon. A new Russian 5 
per cent. loan had been authorised in St. Petersburg. The 
Bank of France rate had been reduced from 6 to 5 per cent., 
and the Bank of Prussia had reduced their rate to 6 per cent. 
In London, the demand for money was steady, at the Bank 
minimum. 

In 1865, the position of the money market had become 
less satisfactory, and an advance in the Bank minimum was 
anticipated. Large sums of bullion had been withdrawn from 
the Bank for transmission to Egypt-and Brazil. 

The amount of the “other” deposits, as compared with 
the “other” securities, showed, in 1856, a deficiency of 
8,092,5227; in 1863, a deficiency of 8,832,053/; in 1864, 
a deficiency of 5,488,3682; and in 1865, a deficiency of 
6,630,7972. In 1866, the deficiency is 1,654,8771. 

Discount anD Monry Market.—During the week, an 
active demand has been experienced for money, both at tho 
Bank Discount Office and in the open market. Out of doors, 
the rates are but a fraction below those of the Bank. In 
some quarters the best short-dated bills are taken at 33; but 
this is exceptional, the more general minimum in the open 
market being 3f to 4 percent. There is a good supply of 
money seeking employment in the market, but as the inquiry 
is active, full rates are charged. The quotations for the best

about the level of our present quotations, many home orders 
being rendered practicable by the decline, and the purchases re- 
ported below, which are on a larger scale than for some time past, 
are, we believe, principally in execution of English and conti- 
nental orders. Supplies. trom the districts are now beginning to 
come in more freely, although they still continue much below the 
average of the two preceding seasons. The late arrivals prin- 
cipally are of the Dhollerah and Bhownugger descriptions, Of 
Oomrawuttee there is none remaining in the districts of last sea- 
son’s crop, and as yet we bave received but little cotton from the 
Malabar coast, nor do we look for any great quantity of either 
the Sawginned Dharwar, Coompta or Vingorla kinds for fully 
another month. Of our present stock Dhollerah and Bhownugger 
offer the best selection, what little Oomrawuttee remains also very 
tair, but the Broach is rather dirty, and in many instances a good 
deal discoloured. Sawginned Dharwar will, we believe, be up to 
the average, although so far none of the best of this kind of cotton 
has reached our market, but Coompta, on the other, we are ad- 
vised, will not be up to last season’s standard. The sales during 
the fortnight include the following descriptions :—Dhollerah and 
Bhownugger at 290 rs down to 265 rs to 270 rs ; the bulk of the 
transactions are however at 270 re to 275 rs; Broach at 287 rs to 
260 rs ; and Oomrawuttee 285 rs to 265 rs. There have not been 
any sales of Sawginned Dharwar or Coompta reported, and all 
the business of the fortnight has been for ready cotton. Owing to 
the limitted supply in stock and the tardiness of arrivals dealers will 
not sell or contract for more than they have on the spot, making 
it a matter of difficulty to purchase in quantity. Tinnevelly.—

The attendance of buyers at the wool sales held this week has 
moderate. The biddings, therefore, have been rather 
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week ending Nov. 23, is from the Commercial and: Financia. 
Chronicle of the 24th Nov, :— The gradual tightening tendency ina 
money noted in our late reports, has at last developed itself into.a 
severe crisis. Certain of the banks finding their spel of green- 
backs drawn down inconveniently close, presented their clearing 
house certificates for redemption. The Treasury, apprehending 
the possibility of an important demand for the liquidation of the 
certificates, and having in its vaults an inadequate supply of plain 
legal tenders to meet such a demand, called in its deposits with 
the National Bank depositories of the interior. These banks met 
the demand chiefly by drafts upon their New York agents, which 
became the actual payers to the Treasury, There was thus an 
important withdrawal of legal tenders from the banks into the 
Sub-Treasury, which in turn necessitated the calling in of loans to 
their customers, and produced a scarcity of money, in conjunction 
with an extreme demand. The rate of interest advanced to7 per: 
cent., and on Monday even 7 per cent. in gold was paid on call 
loans, To-day, however, relief was experienced among the banks 
from the discovery that the Treasury would have no farther 
necessity for calling in its funds from the National banks, and that 
any outstanding drafts in favour of the Treasury could be paid ia 
compound notes at par and imterest. This course produced this 
morning a general feeling of ease in banking circles; and as all 
the chief money centres of this country are indebted to New York, 
it was felt that relief inust soon be experienced from a considerable 
influx of currency, At noon, money was offered freely at 6 per 
cent. on Governments, and brokers found little difficulty in bor- 
rowing on stocks at 7 per cent. Towards the close of business, 
however, there was a very active demand for loans, and the mar- 
ket relapsed into a feverishness little better than was experienced 
yesterday, This unfavourable reaction has naturally a somes 
what demoralising effect, disappointing hopes entertained earlier 
in the day, and encouraging apprehensions that the panic has not 
yet culminated, The real difficulty now appears to be, not so 
much in any actual scarcity of money as in obstructions to lending 
it arising from a lack of confidence. The heavy losses.of firms 
through stock speculations induce an unusually close discrimi- 
nation in Joans to brokers; and the unsettled condition: of com- 
mercial affairs, and the ramours of failures) and) extensions, 
naturally cause a severe discrimination in discounting: business 
paper. Discounting has been to a considerable extent suspended 
during the week, and the lowest rate on prime paper has. beem7 
percent ; names ranking “good” pass at 8 to 10 percent. The

Most ot | 
the high grades are held out of the market; but a consiterable 
decline from nominal quotation would be necessary to effect sales. | 
Wheat is fully 10c !ower than last week, under a pressure to sell, | 
A few loads have been taken for export, but without encouraging | 
millers to come forward. ‘There are about a wiliion bushels on | 
the canal to come forward, and likely to reach this market all in | 
the coming week. In addition to the stock in store, there are | 
about half-a-miilion bushels afloat in this harbour; and it is esti- 
mated that we shall go into winter quarters with fulty two millions | 
ot bushels. The quantity is abundant for our own wants; but 
is little calculated to respond to orders from Europe, which are 
expected at high prices. Corn has been dull and cepressed. We 
shall have considerably over four million bushels on hand at the 
close of navigation, but holders continue to support prices consi~ 
derably above Engtish orders, in the expectation of a large demand 
from the South, Oats and barley have been in excessive supply, 
and have declined materially, notwithstanding a considerable ex- 
port demand has prevailed. ‘There has been some business in rye 
for export at $1.12 to $1.15 for Canada in bond.

Notwithstanding that very little English wheat has been 
received up to our market this week, coastwise and by land carriage, 
the demand for all kinds hes. ruled heavy, and the quotations 
have given way 2s to 3s per quarter. In foreign wheat, the show

| passing, at 2s per quarter less money. The barley trade has 
become inactive and prices have had a drooping tendency.
